people of Namibia are accented tonight on alternative views news magazine there's another liberation 
struggle national liberation struggle going on probably haven't heard about it very much because the media 
doesn't don't pay much attention to it and that is what is going on in Namibia formerly Southwest Africa but 
the United States has great economic and political interests there and a lot of things have been happening in 
the UN which I think you'll want to keep yourself informed about because you're going to hear more and 
more about Namibia in the future but we're fortunate this evening on alternative views in having people who 
will be telling you a lot about the Libyan situation and it brought with them a documentary which is just very 
very powerful which shows you historically what has happened to the people in the 
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what has happened to the people in the midea and South Africa's role there in repressing and exploiting the 
people and the region it's really an eye-opener we have Judy Jensen who's the national coordinator for the 
dollars for bullets campaign over on our far right and our old friend Betty Ann Duke from the John Brown anti- 
klan Committee Judy Jensen we're going to see that film about Namibia can you tell us a little bit about it 
before we start there couple of things | think that are important about the movie one is though it was made 
several years ago so it really doesn't show the strength of the people's war in Namibia it does fight for the 
leadership of SWAPO the south west african people's organization which is the vanguard of the people's 
struggle in namibia but it doesn't show what has happened in the last say four or five years in terms of 
building a people's were there to defeat South Africa and the other thing that | think is important about the 
movie it clearly shows the impact of white settler colonialism on the Namibian people and the genocide of the 
Namibian people is very well documented and that is those are things that that we as people in this country 
whose government has played a very active role in supporting South Africa and in contributing to the 
genocide of the maybe and people should look at must look at this country | don't know what it would be like 
if it been left to them Sally and Holly it would have been Badham there would be nothing here they have a 
great deal to be thankful for but at the same time | still admit that they should be given a square deal 
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on the southwest coast of Africa lies a country as big as France and Great Britain combined but with a total

separation of the races in every aspect of daily life all this to keep intact an economic system which is based 
predominantly on the exploitation of chief African labor it deprives the African of his political rights and 
relegates him to the status of a second-class citizen in the early days of colonization the whites began to 
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days of colonization the whites began to take over all the fertile land moving the Africans to poor agricultural 
areas where survival is almost impossible South Africa called these semi-desert regions homelands and 
assigned them arbitrarily to the different tribal groups since much of Domitia is desert it has been said that

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you in order for the family to survive the men must leave their homes to join the huge army of migrant 
workers seeking employment in the areas reserved for flights the journey south begins but when the worker 
arrives in the city he finds the same situation as in the mine or on the farm the only available jobs are the 
ones rejected by whites as part of the policy of apartheid the Africans are kept in special all-male barracks 
outside the city home for the migrant worker an African may spend most of his married life away from his 
wife and children who must remain in their designated homeland watched by police with guard dogs the 
Africans are not allowed to receive 
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Africans are not allowed to receive visitors nor are they're allowed to leave their quarters after dark 
separated from their families who are not permitted to join them and crowded in groups of ten in the same 
room they live deprived of even the basic sanitation facilities like indentured slaves they serve out their 


contracts do you think that the rule of the whites will last forever we will fight for it and they do fight for it in an 
everyday show of force to prevent any change in the system all the repressive measures of South Africa's 
apartheid have been extended to Namibia only the African is required to carry a pass at all times to produce 
a work permit whenever asked for it to require official permission to move from his place of residence or 
change it there are more than 100 laws to keep blacks in their place if he breaks any of them he is liable to 
detention imprisonment flogging even torture people disappear every day and sometimes only coffins are 
returned hours put a rope around my neck hanging over through the window | was being told that you must 
listen we're into the ghosts the ghosts are coming you must listen you see who you mustn't must breathe a 
softly so that you can listen if the ghosts are speaking and so well as | was told rather you see but | knew 
that | knew why we were trying to do to make me more right they went is this to police came you see they 
started beating me so they have been to me about for 24 hours around your face your neck 
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for 24 hours around your face your neck your head your eyes and | was bleating chased me around and | 
was told that today they have what provider would kill me today Michael Moritz the Aqsa was staying 9 
month in a six month in the dark room in the other three months it was in the light room but go was so hot 
because he was trying to kill him three times kill himself because he couldn't get to us to halfway a 68 when | 
returned back home | was shot by the South African Police let's say you are a man is he being touched to 
your what you call private parts being tortured with the electric shock there and you have to vomit sometimes 
you have to just paint for at least even four hours and so on enter | can tell you this one man also died just 
from all these strokes his name is Jacob warm on a hotline in fact he says are African but we were together 
in prison once sentenced some political prisoners are sent thousands of miles away from Namibia to Robben 
Island penitentiary a prison off the coast of South Africa at Cape Town under the watchful eye of the Pretoria 
government the black in the white can understand each other but in South African government tried to take 
his bed laws away yeah in the world we all say are we trying to talk to the whites to bring him in the way in 
the right way what what would the black one but he refused it is he they still say well you are a cop along you 
are not you're not good indicated world for whatever you have to talk to the white people see and 
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talk to the white people see and sometimes they say well this country belongs also to the white people some 
of them we are born here well we said well they can stay as long as they staying under the black government 
see that's what we want because these countries belong to our whatever we put some leaders in jail that is 
not wanna destroy the organization at all are you not afraid to show your face on the film and not at all | think 
we passed that point that we could be intimidated to anything like that | think and most namibians have come 
to the decision o to the realization that we are fighting for freedom and we'll have to make a lot of sacrifices 
late in 1977 the United Nations General Assembly passed resolutions condemning South Africa's illegal 
occupation of Namibia and giving support to the liberation struggle of the Namibian people led by SWAPO 
the motion was carried by an overwhelming majority but the namibians are fully aware that the United 
Nations action alone cannot bring them freedom and independence they meet in secret gatherings despite 
the tremendous risks to reaffirm their goal for a free Namibia blah the struggle continues 
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but in Duke you're head of the well a member of the John Brown anti-klan committee here in Austin and are 
involved in the Namibia situations board suavo in Judy Jensen is national coordinator for dollars for bullets 
campaign you're very deep into the situation too | assume that your organization brought Judy into Austin 
yes the John Brown anti-klan committee has been participating in the dollars for bullets campaign which is a 
national campaign in support of SWAPO the Southwest African peoples organization and plum the People's 
Liberation Army of namibia the dollars for bullets that sounds like kind of a scary thing versus the scary 
situation in the movie i guesses are not judy well it's a it's a matter of defeating genocide and winning 
national liberation and the reason that we chose the title dollars for bullets is because we wanted to make an 


argument for people in this country to support the right of the Namibian people to wage a war to free their 
country and to end the genocide of their people and we know from looking at what happened in Vietnam 
from the success of the peoples were in Angola in Mozambique and most recently in Zimbabwe that 
People's War is a winning strategy and it's a major tool that oppressed people have to win their liberation and 
to win self-determination and that's why we chose the title dollars for bullets well it's bringing things up today 
from where the movie left off for instance let's talk first of all about the armed struggle South Africa has a 
huge investment in arms there right now South Africa has well I've seen 
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South Africa has well I've seen estimates from 70,000 to 100,000 troops in Namibia and the Namibian 
people themselves represent less than a million so you're talking about 1 to 7 1 to 10 troops for every 
Namibian people plus the United States has thousands of mercenaries now fighting with South Africa against 
the Namibian people as well as mercenaries from reactionary governments all around the world there's a 
CIA supporting your suppose | think probably so Betty Anne might tell you a little bit or because there's a 
there's a strong connection between mercenaries the recruitment of mercenaries the Ku Klux Klan and other 
organized forces of white supremacy um well we've seen just especially in the last two or three weeks a lot 
of activity joint activity really exposed on the part of the mercenaries in the Klan this plot that was uncovered 
in New Orleans recently to invade and take over the island Dominica was which showed that there were both 
mercenaries Klansmen X SWAT team instructors that were involved in this attempted coup there have been 
reports in the press that at a number of the Klan training camps the instructors have been mercenaries so we 
think that you know there's there's very close working relationship and that what is happening is the building 
of an international white supremacist army and yes in response to the question about the CIA I think since 
um you know the first we knew of mercenary recruitment in this country the CIA was very heavily involved 
one of the main recruitment tools has been the soldier of fortune magazine and the editor Robert K Brown uh 
has had connections with the CIA for years several other staff members on the 
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years several other staff members on the magazine have you know bragged about it in their own magazine 
of their association with the CIA and now since the mercenaries were able to hold their public conference in 
Missouri in the fall all which was heavily attended by police of all variety and by Klansmen there's been a 
proliferation of mercenary magazines instead of just soldier of fortune that we had for years we now have 
combat gung-ho Eagle the P stiletto which is they advertised the magazine for the mercenary here at home 
and all of these our recruitment tools that are being used and | think that the CIA is very heavily involved let's 
take a look at the other side what's the strength of SWAPO well the | don't know in terms of numbers of 
troops we do know that they're building a People's War and | think the strength of that People's War was was 
the force that brought the Swap owes demand for comprehensive sanctions against South Africa to the 
Security Council in the United Nations the end of April and the 1st of May and what we saw at the that 
debate that took place there was a unification of African nations that was unprecedented before there were 
over 20 ministers foreign ministers of African countries that came to the United Nations for this debate and 
that was the most African ministers that had ever been at the UN at one time and the entire world united 
behind SWAPO demand for comprehensive sanctions and not only supported SWAPO and the 
independence of namibia but labeled the United States the Reagan administration the Western powers in 
South Africa is responsible for the war in Namibia and if it hadn't been for the strength of the war in the 
country that vote would not have 
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country that vote would not have happened in the Security Council well this vote was in reaction to violation 
of a UN resolution resolution back in 1978 supporting an independent Namibia was an Al that's right from 
since 78 UN resolution 435 has been on the books and South Africa has consistently refused even though 
they signed they agreed to that resolution they've consistently refused to sign a ceasefire with SWAPO and 


the resolution basically is a mandate for elections and South Africa along with the United States is not 
interested in elections happening in Namibia because if the elections happen swapper will win and they do 
not want another revolutionary african nation on the borders of South Africa especially after what happened 
in Zimbabwe this is also parallel to the Vietnam War in which the US would not fulfill the Geneva Accords 
because they knew that the free elections which were supposed to be held would be one bear handily by Ho 
Chi Minh this the same pattern over and over and over isness both sides emphasize the strategic position of 
Namibia geographically as well as ideologically would you assess that for us when Namibia is free and it will 
be it will leave South Africa as the only white dominated country in all southern Africa and that that definitely 
will have an impact not only on the liberation struggle within as a neo South Africa itself but also in terms of 
the worldwide system of imperialism because the United States economically has always you know the 
history between imperialism and Africa is a 500 year history and so when those nations win back their 
resources their land their labor their destiny it has a tremendous impact on defeating imperialism and white 
supremacy and with with South Africa is the only remaining white dominated country well it's just a matter of 
time before South Africa 
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matter of time before South Africa itself is is one you know for African people its liberation will be won by 
African people and | wanted to interject one thing Frank you introduced the program by saying that we hadn't 
heard much about Namibia here I'll in Austin which is really true it's it's rare that there's ever anything on the 
news about Namibia but the debate that's been going on in the UN and the attention that's been focused on 
Namibia around the world has been central | mean it's been front-page news in every major country in the 
world except here and | think that out you know it's really to our advantage to know what is going on there to 
make an effort to find out what is going on there because oh this is one of the major spots in the whole world 
that the whole system of imperialism is threatened and and one of the spots where they're getting much 
more vicious you know and attempting to hold on to what they have that's why the UN the US had to veto the 
sanctions you know it did not want the vote to happen number won the debate and the vote to happen and 
when it finally happened they they were forced to veto it because they have to they are allied with South 
Africa they're both white settler colonies so there is a strong Alliance and the United States had to veto it but 
just to add something to what Betty Ann said as a campaign nationally we collected the signatures of over 
10,000 people in this country in like a two-month period leading up to the time of the debate and the vote in 
the Security Council from people in this country who supported SWAPO supported independence for 
Namibia and supported the armed struggle there now this was not covered by the press we called a press 
conference in New York at the time of the debate it was not covered by the local the regular press in this 
country it was covered by the black press and it was covered by the international press and people in China 
in Vietnam and Russia and Cuba around the world knew that people in this country took a stand against the 
United 
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country took a stand against the United States and supported Namibia and that's important for people in this 
country to know that that what we do in support of SWAPO and the struggle of African people for liberation is 
significant and we become part of a worldwide struggle of and of anti-imperialist and it's important for us to 
know that and to join that struggle consequently the Reagan administration has made a tie end of Namibia's 
situation with Angola haven't they yeah most recently yeah and just in the last two or three days they are 
now trying to to compromise what has already been agreed to around UN resolution 435 and say that they 
will pressure South Africa to live up to its agreement a UN resolution 435 if the Cuban troops are withdrawn 
from Angola and if the cute the Angolan government shares its power with UNITA which is a counter 
revolutionary force that has been backed by the CIA set up and back for many years by the CIA which has 
no popular support either has no popular support but the United States is now trying to it's disregarding what 
has already been agreed to what is supported by the African nations and by putting forth this proposal is very 
arrogantly putting itself forward as the liberator of Namibia well | think another very significant thing is that 
South Africa has been using Namibia as the staging point for its forays into Angola they have a lot of troops 


to fighting angle but also they've set up a puppet government there in the midea similar to the Zimbabwe 
situation have they not right it's called a democratic turn hall alliance and it's a very insidious puppet 
government because not only is it a puppet but it's headed by a white man and it is broken the country up 
into 13 different bantu stands really and it's a way to divide Namibia in two different 
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way to divide Namibia in two different principalities and no it has no credibility within the million people and 
one of the things the United States is trying to do now by by putting forth all these other solutions while at the 
same time it's sending more mercenaries and more arms for South Africa to fight against the Namibian 
people is too bad time hoping that the DTA will gain some credibility in the country and so then they can say 
well there's this you know there's this other solution and that's the solution you know another interesting thing 
that's happened recently is with the French elections Francois veto long has indicated that he is in support of 
Namibia and against South Africa whereas the previous government supported whether they run the vetoing 
forces in the UN so it looks like France may switch sides | wonder what effect that would have | don't know | 
will have to wait and see | have no idea what France is going to do | mean they pretty much put themselves 
out there when they vetoed the sanctions well let's talk about what SWAPO has in mind about two and half 
years ago on alternative isn't matter of factors our first program we actually read the plans of the Sandinistas 
in Nicaragua nobody even heard or cared about the Sandinistas at the time but then the alternative press we 
found actually what they stood for and what they wanted to have and we have a statement here by SWAPO 
of what they want to do and it sounds fairly fairly similar of things for the people education health / of the land 
providing for better facilities for the people it doesn't sound all that while do you know it sounds like things 
that normal human beings who care about themselves and their fellow people would want for themselves no 
| think that's true from all | read and heard them say themselves they plan to set up a socialist society you 
know and they do plan to deal with the basic needs of the people who live 
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the basic needs of the people who live there and one of the things that they have that | think is very 
significant and it's part of their their their structure now is a women's Council and | think they understand like 
other socialist governments and revolutionary forces around the world that women's liberation is key to 
building a socialist society that you cannot liberate a country and have half of the people oppressed and they 
are very aware of that and consequently than the MIDI and women are participating in the people's war and 
if if their participation is something that they fight for themselves they will make a very significant contribution 
to not only the liberation of their country but also the development of a free and just and non racist Society in 
Namibia let me ask you this in one of the provisions of the swap OHS plans for the country they say that they 
want to eliminate the tribal and feudal mentality in the country particularly the social and natural from 
pertaining to social and natural phenomena are they indicating that they may be trouble in putting a socialist 
system over a feudal and tribal organization which they have in the country now I'm thinking kind of although 
it's not parallel law the problems which occurred in Afghanistan where they tried to graft a communist or 
socialist system enforce it on people who were very very futile and weren't willing to accept it at all is there 
any possibility of this in Namibia | don't know | honestly could not answer that first to think that they've been 
subjected to imperialism for so long made them pretty much one against the air oppressors well many times 
in national liberation struggles different you know people people with different 
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you know people people with different languages different customs or tribes are forged together as a national 
liberation struggle in getting the sale for example there were 22 different languages that were spoken and 
those people were forged together in a struggle to free their country from the Portuguese and | think that's 
true and in many liberation struggles | don't know so much about the breakdown within the Namibian people 
but if they're building a People's War then that means they are you know uniting all people as around their 
common enemy and that's a powerful force | think that this is something that we've seen in a number of the 


African countries l'm thinking of Zimbabwe where there was a big effort to you know to respect the heritage 
of people from different parts of the country who may have had different customs but still - to unite the people 
of the country into one people and so that they could wage a genuine struggle against the white settlers who 
were then in power and | think that we are seeing the same thing here and it's a real a necessary thing 
because one of the main ways that the colonial powers have been able to continue to dominate is by 
exploiting the tribal differences that do exist and so it's it's very necessary for the liberation forces to our to 
really create an understanding of the common unity that the people who were indigenous to that country to 
have there was the first emotional reaction | had when I was reviewing a lot of this material again and looking 
at the movie was my god is the United States going through this all over again haven't they learned anything 
from Vietnam from Nicaragua from all the other Wars of liberation it have been successful like you say 
they're going to be successful | thought well you know 
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be successful | thought well you know there must be some real reasons so | started thinking first of all while 
all this is going on the multinational corporations and all and the settlers they're the whites others are still 
getting their profits right they also are showing other countries that where people might be wanting to 
struggle in the same way that if they do is going to be at a terrible terrible price and then maybe the key thing 
is the fact that if they can stretch it out cause horrible death destruction in the country that's when they have 
to rebuild they're going to need money just like in Nicaragua and where can they go to get money Soviet 
Union can't provide it they're not that rich they're already providing money for Cuba they've got to go to the 
same old rockefeller Morgan banks and their buddies in the International Monetary Fund and the World Bank 
so the greater the Holocaust they can create the better it's going to be for them later | wonder if that's really 
what they have in their mind well | think it's a lot of what they have in their mind to some extent | mean they 
are the profit rate in Namibia is one of the highest in the world and there are 500 US multinational 
corporations in Namibia they're also by ripping off the uranium and the other minerals that are there they're 
affecting the future of Namibia because they're doing it at such a rate that it will affect the future of Namibia 
and | think the other aspect of it is about white settler colonialism because a defeat for South Africa is a 
defeat for white settler colonialism it's a defeat for the system of white supremacy and the United States has 
built itself on the ideology of white supremacy so on many different levels they not want to lose in Namibia 
and I'm glad 
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not want to lose in Namibia and I'm glad you brought this up again because like you say most people in this 
country have never heard of Namibia but the fact that the United States has thousands of mercenaries in 
Namibia the u.s. is already at war with Namibia and the by putting mercenaries there they're putting a 
reliable highly-trained professional force that fights for white power because they cannot yes very well 
equipped they cannot send an army that's drafted into Namibia like they did into Vietnam because when 
black and third-world people go into a colonized country they say why are we fighting these people just like 
they did in Vietnam they cannot send by people from this country to fight Africa so they have to send 
mercenaries so we are at war with Namibia in addition to raising money for the liberation struggle there we 
think that there are concrete things that we can do here in this country to restrict the United States ability to 
wage war against Namibia and so we have a commitment to shut down the Klan and mercenary training 
camps and to expose and stop the mercenary recruitment and you know a lot of it is going on right here in 
Texas this Cobre school which is internationally known school for mercenary training used to operate in 
Georgia has just moved to Dallas because the political climate in Texas is so favorable for it this was a 
school that started by mercenary Mitchell warbell and they say now that they are not going to knowingly train 
anyone who's a mercenary or in the clan but that what they're going to do is train of corporate bodyguards 
anti assassins anti terrorists and any ordinary citizen can pay three thousand dollars and take this what they 
call 
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dollars and take this what they call survival training course and so this school is now here in Texas along 
with the Klan training camps that we know about down it of a noir camp ruler and others that are operating in 
East Texas and | went up by Fort Worth and so the effort out that we can make here | think to you know to 
expose and stop this recruitment and training can have a very real effect in aiding the liberation struggle 
there and and also in aiding liberation struggles that are going on in this country because those forces are 
also have is their purpose to restrict those struggles and | think that it's no clear anywhere than it is in Atlanta 
where there are black children and now black men being killed outside of Atlanta there is a Klan training 
camp operating inside Atlanta the police are disarming black people who are out patrolling and defending 
their neighborhoods and so you know we can see the unity of the white supremacist forces that operate both 
in Namibia and here in the United States and people in this country particularly white people have a 
responsibility to stop this there was a series of articles in the New York Times and The Village Voice about 
South Africa that indicate that the apartheid regime is getting new opponents there from business and new 
right conservatives in the United States we're beginning to protest against the apartheid policies in the New 
York Times they report that businesses u.s. multinational corporations are beginning to act against apartheid 
then 120 
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to act against apartheid then 120 American companies that operate in South Africa agreed to press for broad 
changes in South African society including the repeal of all apartheid laws the disagreement came in the 
form of an addition to the Sullivan principles which is a code of ethics devised by Reverend Leon Sullivan of 
Philadelphia such that American corporations that operate in South Africa would respect the labor rights of 
blacks giving them equal wages as why it's better working conditions etc but now they've extended this to 
involve civil rights in the broader sense and to oppose all apartheid policies and 120 corporations have 
signed this moreover some of the most significant new right congressional politicians such as Newt Green 
rich of Georgia has also sent a letter to the South African government saying that they oppose apartheid 
policies that they require or request a modification of the apartheid policies giving more rights to the blacks 
and moreover they threatened that if the South Africans government does not end there are parts ID policies 
that they will propose economic sanctions against the South African government and other diplomatic 
sanctions against the South Africans which is quite a change that not only are radical and progressive 
opponents of our path ID protesting against the South African government but now some of the business and 
new right conservative interests are doing so also however a article in The Guardian puts this all in 
perspective shall and how it's really us corporations and the Reagan administration that has been the 
strongest support economically and politically of the apartheid government in South Africa pointing out that 
three hundred and fifty US corporations have

hundred and fifty US corporations have operations in South Africa and six thousand US corporations do 
some form of business there and that over the last five years the United States have been South Africa's 
leading trade partner in which US companies supply about 15 percent of the imports to South Africa and 
absorb about eight percent of its exports and moreover they point out how under the Reagan administration 
certain restraints and controls against exporting high tech and computers to South Africa have been lifted by 
the Reagan administration which is also allowed military exports to that country so it's really the US economy 
and policies that have been the major support of the apartheid government so that if some other corporations 
and politicians are beginning to question this this raises some serious questions for the South Africans and
